France. The King beeing proneto his plealures; 
prepared this{etuple of con{cience, That the marri- 
age which he had contracted with Katherine; who 
before had beehe wifetohis brother.Arthur,, was 
forbidden by the Diuine Lawe, although Pope Ju- 
lius the fecond had giuen a Difpenfation for it. Af- 
terwatds he did inculcate into the Kings cares, 
how greatly he had offended God in marrying 
Katherine, and how gticuous afin he-fhould ‘wal- 
low in if hee kept her : that hee had incurred the 
Séntence of Excommunication; that God had pow- 
red-his wrath vpon fo. vnlawfull a, Marriage, not 
fuffering a Maleto live; thatwas begotten of her, 
and that ifthere werenovalawfull Heire afsigned 
tothe Kingdome, no otherthing was. to, be expe- 
Ged, but that thofe morrall andcruell wars which 
had beene bur Jately lul'dafleepe;fhould be awake-| 


ned 

















fore that he ought, for the taking away of all {cru- 
ple from his confcience, to. repudiate her, and that 
by affuring himfelfe of a Succeflorin a lawfull line, 
he fhould prouide for the fafety of his foule( which 
for fo many yeeres had been polluted with inceft) 
and likewife of his Kingdomic. 

Thefe reafons caufed the King to entreate Pope 
Clement the Scuenth, to depute fome to take know- 
ledge of this caufe,and either to confirme the Dif- 
penfation by authority of holy Scriptures, or ab- 
folue him of the Sentence,of Excommunication, 
and to declare this marriage to be of no force, and 
thatit mightbe lawfull for himto marry any other 
woinan whom he fhould thinke fit, notwithftan- 
ding any Canon to the contrary. Hereupomthe 
Pope delegates Cardinall Wolfey, and theCardinall 
of Cumpege, to whom he fecretly gauea Bull to. this 
effect, that he approued of the Kings vowes, and 
inn leaue, if the marriage which he had contracted 
with Katherine fhould be found vnlawfull, and fo 
declared tobe. .Butrhis Bull. was to.beeconceald. 
‘or publifht according to the {uccefle of the Empe- 
rours Affaires in Italy., Fhenthefe queftions begun 
to be moued cuery. where, whetheric; were lawfull: 
fora'man to.take his: brothers wife ?-or, it beeing 
prohibited by the Dinine Law, whether the Popes 
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ned with new flaughters of his people; and there- 4 


cranted his requefts fo, farre as God. would. giue 
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Difpenfation could raake it lawfull, of no? And 
when many Academies of Chriftendome, and} 
the moft learned men had giuen their opinions, 
and refolued that fuch a Marriage was repugnant 
to the Laws both of the Old and New Teltament, 
howfocuer the Popes Difpenfation might legiti- 
mateit. The King became more paflionatly amo- 
rous of the Lady Anne of Bolene then cuer, and the 
Cardinall (repenting himfelfe too late of what hee 
had begun) grew difcontented, and wrought{o yn- 
der hand, that the Pope by his pontifical] authority 
refufed to confirme the opinions of the Acade- 
mies, and by delayes after delayes, the bufines was 
drawninto length both at Rome & in England.The 
Cardinall feared Bolene,who for the loue that thee 
bore tothe Euangelicall Doétrine, hated his proud 
and infolentcarriage;; and the Pope feared the Em- 
perour, who at that time was powerfullin Italy, 
who maintained, to his vemoft power, the caufe of 
Katherine his Aunt: neither would the Pope pro- 
uokeH Ee nRy, becaufe hechad lately employed 
both his paines and pence, to redeeme him from 
the Empcrours men,who kepthim prifoner.H & n- 
R1E boyling in choler for this refufall (yet diffem- 
bling it) both by Ambaffadours and Letters, con- 
tinually folicited, and humbly prayed the Pope; 
(and after him the Prelates and Peeres of England, 
by requelt figned with their owne Bisel 
eacy's 







































they caufed to be carried and prefented at his feete) 
to confirme by his Apoftolicall Authority, what 
therwo Academies of England, of Paris, and ma- 
ny others, and very learned and moft entire men, 
both within and without the Realme,had fet down 
fora truth, and were ready to maintaineit, both by 
word and writing: reprefenting vnto him, that it 
*| would bea remarkeable vnhappines, iffHe fhould 
notobrainethisfauour fromthe Apoftolicall Sea, 
He becing the onely man that had employed his 
Sword, his Pen, his word and power, to defend the 
authority of the Pope, and refifting many that 
ftroue againtt it, fhould bee theonely manto bee 
denyed the benefit of it ; andthereforethey coniu- 
red him to grant it, for feare that inteftine warres 
fhould rife for the right of Succeflion. 
Notwithftanding, the Clergie fearing left the 
Popefhould profcribe the Kingdome, and excom- 
municate the King, by feuerall Letters put him in 
mind of the fad difcord which had been betweene 
Pope Alexander the Third, and Henry the fecond, 
King of England, andreprefenting ynto him many 
reafons of importance, infinitely befought him,al- 
| moftin the very fame words that Gilbert, Bifhop of 
| London did at the fametime, (wig,

The Spaniard, who otherwife alto- é | 
gether different from Peace, held the Exgljfh fidejand fire-| *5S9° | 
ly withas much truethas honour, becaufe the Queene had | 
loftthis Town by his occafion; & fore faw that it wasexpe- 
dient for Flanders, that it fhould be in their obedience. The 
| Frenchinterrupted him, faying, that thee alone could not 
recompence the damages which the Ezg/ifh had done | 
them, their Townes beeing taken by the Spaniards by rea. 
fon oftheirayde; and many Borroughs: in bafe Brittaine 
were fackt and burn ed;many Ships taken,and their Com- 
merce or Traffique, which is the finewes of War, broken : 
| That they had disburfed infinite fummes of money;to hin- 
| der their firings; that Calas was the ancient patrimony-of 
France, and that if it had beene loft by Warre long agoe, it 
had alfo then beene recouered by Armes; thercfore, that 
it ought notto be reftored, and that the States of France 
| had fo refolued. That furrendring it, were, to: put wea- 
ponsinto their Enemies hands, and withdraw for euerthe 
Kings Subiects from his obedience: and therefore that it 
was an vniuft thing for the Exgli/h to demand it. The Exg- 
4ifh,on the contrary, maintained, that they demanded it 
with reafon and Iuftice; becaufe, fay they, during one,yea; 
twoages, he hadtooke Englands part, and that they had 
not onely conquer’d it by Warre, but that it was alfo falne 
vntothem by hereditary fucceflion, and by ceffion made 
by vertue of the pactions and agreements, in exchanges of 
other places, which the Kings of Exgland had likewife 
granted to them of France. That thefe damages ought not 
tobe imputed to them, but tothe Spaniards, who, againft 
their will, had drawne and affociated them in this Warre ; 
in which, through the loffe of well-fortified places, & the 
taking of many of their Captaines,they had receined much | 
more-camage than the French, and had had no profit ther-. 
by. That all that the States of Framce order or decree, is 
P24 vy .

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not reafonable, becaufe it is only profitable, and that Ca- 
/ais could not be lawfully or iuftly detayned, feeing that by 
the Conditions already agreed vpon, all the places that

To which, the French replyed, that it was done in con- 
1 fideration of the marriages which ought to be contracted 
| with the other Princes, and hereupon propounded to mar- 
ry thefirft Daughter who fhould iffue by the mighty Prin- 
ceffe cAzary Queene of Scotland,and the Dolphin of France. 
with the firft Sonne that might be procreated by Queene 
E1i1zaserx,towhom fhe fhould bring in dowry the | 
Towne of Calas ; and that for this caufe, the Queene of | 
Scotland fhould quit her right which fhee had vnto the

BE rH, withthe eldeft Sonne that fhould defcend: from 
the Queene of Scotland ; and hereupon the-Exeli/h: fhould 
renounce the right which they pretend vnro the Realme | 
of France,and the Fresch fhould be difcharged of all the 
debtsthey ought to Ezeland, and that Calais fhould inthe 
meane time remaine in their hands. . But thefegpropofiti- 
ons being vncertaine for another time, they fought to win 
time;and increafe the delayes,but were contemned by the | 
| Englifs, who made as if they feemed not to haue heard 
jthem. Asthey ftood vpon thefe termes, the Spaniard ha- | 
wing aduice that Queene Er1tzanersn did not onely | 
breake the marriage which hee had offered: her, but like- 
| wife changed many things in Religion, began to giue ouer 
} the defire which he feemed to haue before the reftitution 
of Calas ; and his Ambaffadours almoft lofing their 
patience, were fomewhar of accord with the French : for

' | refufedas muchby the French as the Englifb. 
ueene E11 zasxutu had well prefaged that : for

matry, it might eafily fall into the hands of the Spaniard, 
becaufe that he would haue her Maiettic, if poffible., ‘vpon 
any condition, and that there is nothing fodeare, but: wo- 
men will part with ‘itr'to their beloned husbands: the o- 
ther, whether, as the Spaniards boalt, that the Engiifh 10 
if uc 
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fuch neere alliance with them, that they ought to1oyne.in 
| atmes with them againft all Nations whatfocuer, to thefe 
it was anfwered, that her Maieftie bore fuch motherly af- 
| fe&ion toward the Kingdome of England, that {he would,

Chamber- 
laine, who had beene fometime Gouernour of the Caftle 
of Calais, and John Hurleffon of the Fort of Risbanc , were 
adiudged to dye, as guilty de lefa Maieffate , for abando- 
ning their places; howfoeuer their cenfure was remitted. 
The Parliament being ready to breake vp, thofe which 
were there, thought good to aduife the Queene, forthwith 
to marry, the great ones being ynwilling to yeeld to thar, 
| for feare left {ome of them might be thought to make this 
propofition out of fome hope which they might haue for 
| themfelues. Hauing thenappoynted 74. Gargraue,Depu- 
tie of the Lower-houfe, to deliver this meflage, he addref- 
| {es himfelfe to the Queene, with a few choyce men : Ha- 
uing firft by way of preamble intreated admittance , and 
excufing himfelfe with the gracioufnefle of her Maiefty, 
and the importance of the affaires he had to deliver, by 
this meanes procured audience,and in this manner fpake 
vato her 
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your iuff and vigilant gouernement hath hitherto pro. 
cured unto the Englifh Nation. But wee cannot con- 
ceine how this fhould alwayes continue, vulefe that 
(which wee cannot hope for ) you (hould continually 
reigne, or by.difpofing your felfeto marriages, might 
heaue Children, which might.ivherite both your ver 
tues and Kingdome together, the Almightie and cood 
God fo grant.

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proclaimed two moft wholfome Edidts., by the firft wher- 
of, fhe commanded all Anabaptifts, and fuch other like He- 
retiques ,, who, vnder pretence of fhunning perfecution, 
were come from Countries beyond the Seas, to certaine 
Port Townes vpon the Coaft of England, to depart the 
Kingdome within twentie dayes, whether they were na- 
tive or {trangers, vpon paine of imprifonment, and forfei- 
ture of their goods. And by the fecond Edi@, her Maie- 
fty fupprefta Se@ of facrilegious men, who, vnder colour 
of extirpating fuperftitions,had begun to demolith ancient 
Sepulchers, Epitaphs,and Enfignes of Noble Families, and 
other Monuments of reverend Antiquity ; which had e- 
{caped the furie of the prophane, ynder King Henn re 
the Eighth, and King Ep vvar p the Sixth, and to pull 
off the Lead that couered the Churches. 

And moreouer,céuerted the Monaftery of Weftrinfler,a 
moft famous place for the facring of the Kings of England, 
and the place where the Armes and Royall Enfignes were 
alwaies kept, into a Colledgiall Church, or (as may bet- 
ter terme it) into a Seminary of the Church : And there 
inf{tituted one Deane, twelue Prebends, one Mafter, one 
Viher, fortie Schollers, whom they call the Kings Nurfe-. 
ries, out of which there be fixe euery yeere, or more, cho- 
fen for the Academies of Minifters, and Singers; twelue 
poore, &c. to the glory of God, and the increafe of true 
Religion, and good Learning : And certainly,there comes 
out from thence, happily for Churchand C omon-wealth, 
a number of Learned men. 

Tooke away by little andlittle ( whereby fhee gained 
great Honour, and noleffe Glory ) the courfe of money 
mingled with Copper, and brought in vfe that which was 
pure & fine filuer, to reftore the honour of the Kingdome, 
to preuent the deceit of thofe, which both within and 
without this, had corrupted the kinds, andchang’d things 
much auaileable for the good of the Common-wealth, in- 
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to coynes of falfe money, andtran{ported the good filuer 
into forraigne Nations : and to abate the prices of vendi- 
ble commodities, which were extremely inhaunc’t, to the 
great preiudice of the Common-wealth, and aboue all, for 
| Stipendiars, Soldiers, Seruants, and ali {uchas are payde 
for their labours by hyer : and brought it moft happily to 
| paffe in a few moneths, without making. any ftirre,. firft, 
in forbidding all perfons to melt, or tran{port out of the 
Kingdome ; as well the good and pure money; as that 
which was mingled with Copper. Moreouer, in bring- 
ing that which is fo mingled, to his value, that is to fay, 
the Penny toa halfe-penny; the two-penny piece to three- 
halfe-pence ; the fixe-pence toagroat; and the reft to 
two anda farthing, becaufe there was no more money : 
and finally, buying them for good filuer of all fuch 
as had any of it, provided that they brought it within the 
time prefixt in the Table of money; which could not 
be done without loffe to her : infomuch that wee ought 
to acknowledge it to proceede from Queene E11 2z a- 
sxyu, that the filuer was better and more pure in 
England during her Raigne, then in full two hundred 
j yeeres befoe-, and that it was not vied in any other part of | 
Europe. 

She afterward caufed good Coyne to bee ftamped for 
Ireland, which we call fterling; of which, the fhilling is 
worth twelue-pence in Ireland, and in England, nine: A 
matter (indeed ) waighty, great, and moft memorable, 
which neither King Ep vv ar p the Sixth could, nor

King of Scotland, had by lames Hamilton, lames, 
who was the firft Earle of Arraime,8¢ Mary, who was wife to 
Matt. Stuart, firft Earle of Lenox of that name. James, Earle 
of Arraine,being diuorced from his firft Wife, tooke in her 
place the Lady lewct Beton, Aunt by the Mothers fide, 
tothe Cardinall Beto, by whom hee had Iflue, James. 
Hamilton Duke of Chaftel-Heraut, Marie,Sifter to the Earle 
of cfrraine, boreto Mathew, lobn, Earle of Lenox, 
who being flaine by the Hamiltons, when hee attemp- 
ted to fet King lamas the fourth atliberty, left this 
Mathew, Earle of Lenox, whom King James the Fifth 
loued moft dearly in refpe& of his Father. 
when the King was dead, and the Hamiltons in full 
authority, Mathew went fecretly into Framce; from 
whence, being fent backe, by the French King Henry the 
fecond, into Scotland, topreuentall detriment tothe Scot 
tif) Common-wealth, through the practices of the Re- 
gent Hamilton , hee valiantly carried himfelfe in this em- 
|ployment. But being of an honeft milde nature, and 
very open-hearted , permitting himfelfe to bee out- 
reached by Hamilton, and the Cardinall Beto, in a {mall 
time hee loft the amity of the French, and when hee 
could neither tarry in Scotland, nor returne into France, | 
he went into Englawd, and committed himfelfe in truft to 
King Henry the Eighth, who very gracioufly entertained | 
him, as one that was powerfull & well beloued in the We- | 
fterne parts of Scotland: Whervpon,he acknowledged him 
for next Heire tothe Crowne of Scotland, after Queene 
Marx, whowas then exceeding yong, (thongh neuerthe- 
leffe the Hamiltons condemned him, and confilcated all his 
| Lands) gauc him to'Wife the Lady Atargaret Deuglaffe, his 
Neece by the elder Sifters fide,with demeanes in Exg/and, 
whichamounted in an-annuall reuennew, to the fumme of | 
1700. Marks, after hee had made promifeto furrender into | 
| his hands, the Caftle of Danbritton, andthe He of Buthe, 
with 
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which hee vndertooke with courage, but fayled inthe 
fucceffe. 
| The Queene of Scots, beeing a wife and prudent Lady, 
all whofe drifts aymed at England, thee gave him her 
fafe conduct , and reftored vnto him his Fathers goods , 
both that hee might oppofe the defienes of lames , his 
| baftard brother, whom fhee had honoured with the 
| Earledome of Murray , as alfo to cut off the hopes of 
others, by the meanes of Darley her Sonne, .which 
they might any wayes fofter and nourifh, of fucceffion 
to the Diadem of England. For fhee feared, thar be- 
ing of the Blood Royall, borne in England, and very 
well beloued of the Exglifh, if hee were ioyned with a- 
ny puiflant Family in England, relying on the Englifh| 
power and forces, hee might happely one day difturbe 
her right of facceffion to the Kingdome ‘of England, ma- 
ny men reputing him for the fecond Heire apparant af- 
tether: and thee affeGted nothing more feruently, then 
by his meanes, to bring the Kingdomes of Englandand 
Scotland, to fall into fome Scottifh Race, and Name, 
and fo by him to propagate them to pftoeriric , in the 
name of the Stewards, his Anceftors. 

Queene Ex 1 zase 1H well difcerned all this, and to 
preuent it, gaue the Queene of Scots to vnderftand by Ran- 
dolph, that this Marriage was fo diftaftfull to all the Zng/i/h, 
as again{t the confent of her Councell, the was enfortt 
to prorogue the conuentions of Parliament, to fome o- 
ther fitter time, for feare, left the States of the Kingdome 
therewith prouoked, fhould enact fomewhat, to the pre- 
indice of her right to the fucceffion. And therefore, to 
cut offall occafions of this Iffue hereafter, and to fatisfe 
the Ezelifh, fhe aduifed her to thinke of fome other mar- 
riage ; and fo by this meanes, thee once againe, and with 

| great affection, commended vnto her the Earle of Leice/fer, 
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for an Husband, who, for this {peciall reafon,fhe had exal- 
ted to the Dignity of an Earle. 


For profecution of this, the Earles of Bedford, of Ran- 


dolph, and ot Lidington, were deputedto treat of this mar- 
riage at Barwicke>, in the Moneth of Nouember. The 
Englifh promifed ynto her, a firme and conftant Amity, 
aperpetuall Peace, and that vndoubtedly thee fhould 
fucceed to the Crowne of England , if fhe married with 
the Earle of Leceffer. The Scots on the other fide con- 
tefted. alleadging , That their Queenes Dignitie, who 
had beene fued vato, by Charles, Sonne, to the Empe- 
rour Ferdinand , the King of France, the Prince of Con- 
dé, andthe Duke of Ferrara, could not permit her, fo 


farre to embafe and vnder-valew her felfe , as to match 
with a new-made Earle, a Subiet of Zxgland, and 
who propounded nothing but bare hopes , without any 


-certaine Dowrie: neither ftood it with the honour of 


the Queene of England, to commend fuch a man_ for 
an Husband to fo great a Princefle, her neere Kinfwo- 
man; *but rather, fhee fhould giue an infallible teftimo- 
nie of her great loue and affection towards her, to giue 


herabfolute libertie to make choice of fuch an husband, 


as might entertaine perpetuall. peace with Eugland, to af- 
figne hera ycerely Penfion, and with the authority of the 
Parliament, confirme the right which fhee had to fuc- 
ceede. In allthis bufines, the extreme defire of Queene 
Errzaszsernx was (although fhe made difcreete hafte) 
toaffure, by fucha marriage, the fucceffionof the King- 
dome inan EnglifhRace. The Queene of Scotland feeing 
that this bufinefle had beene prolonged full two yeeres, 
and making accountto marry Darley, doubted whether the 
was proceeded withall in good earneft, or no; and that 
Queene E11 za 8 2 1H did not propound this marriage, 
but to'make a pre-election of the moft worthy for herfelfe, 
or to. marry the moreexcufable with Leiceffer, She beeing

on from Rome for Darley, fhee being fo neere in bloud that 
according to the Popes Ordinance, they {tood in neede of 
one. This being come to euery bodies knowledge.fhee 
fends Lidiagton to Queene Errzaz e1u,to haue her 
confentto contract with Darley, and notto be any longer 
detained with a vaine hope of marriage. 

Queene Ex 1 za 21H propounds the matterto her 
moft intimate Councellors; who, by the fecret fuggefti-

for the affection whichthey bare to the Romifh Religion, 
there being found more Esrenarch’'s in England denoted 
to the Romifh Religion, than to the Proteftants. That to 
prevent thefe accidents, it was chiefly requifite,firft,to pray 
the Queene to marry fpeedily, tothe end that the affaires 
and hopes of Ezgland {hould not depend elfe-where, bur 
of the certainty of Succeffion, which fhould come of her, 
and of her Linage : (for they feared that if the Queene of 
Scotland did:marry,and fhould haue iffue firft,many would 
incline towards her for the certainty and afluredneffe of | 
{ fuceeffion.) Secondly, to ruine (as much as may be) the 
Romifh Religion in Exgland, and to aduance and careful- | 
ly eftablifh the reformed : the one, by vfing more mode- 
rately in things indifferent , fuch Proteftants that are car- 
ried with a feruent zeale: the other, in fetting Guards a- 
gaine vpon the depofed papifticall Bifhops,who were then

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conferring vypon the other Bifhops greater authority to 
execute the Ecclefiafticall Ordinances then they had, con- 
trary to the terrifying Premunire which the Lawyers doe 
obiec, fuppreffing thofe Bookes which Harding, and the 
fugitine Diuines had fent out of the Low-Countries into 
England, driving out fome Scottifh Priefts, who hid them- 
felues in England, depriuing the Enzli/h fugitiues of the 
Ecclefiafticall Benefices which they enioyed vntill then,

moft part Papifts,to acknowledge the Queenes Soueraigne 
authority, and to fwearevnto it: And that to hinder the 
marriage of Darley , it was fitto leuy Souldiers vpon the

Atthe very felfe-fame. time it happened, that. certaine 
Marchants of Gevea and other parts of Jéaly, fent out of 
Spaine into Flanders,a quantity of coine, to haue it put out 
to vie,in a great Ship of Béfcay, and foure lefle, which the 
Spaniards tearme Zabres,which beeing chafed by Cha/leler, 
a French-man,and defended by Wister,an, Englifb-man,had 
much adoe to fauethemfelues, in the, Ports of Plmouth, 
Fawmouth, and Southbampton in England. So toone as the 
Queene was aduertifed ofit, fhe commanded all the Magi- 
{trates of thofe Ports, to; vfethe Spaniards very kindly, and 
| to defend their Shipping-from the French: and G.D'¢pes, 
| Knight of the Order of Calatrava, Ambafladour Leager of 
| the King of Spaimein England, fearing the French, obtay- 
| ned of the Queene, who thought verily that this money 

had belonged tothe Spaniard, that new. Mandates might |

thetimes, that he did this to terrifie the Exg/z/b, what {a- 
tisfaction foeuer the Queene gaue afterwards for the mo. 
ney. But her Maieftie, nothing atall daunted with this, 
commanded likewife the Flemminzs goods to be feyzed 
vpon in Exgland, their merchandize and fhipping, which. 
was much more than thofe of the English, that the Duke 
light vpon in Flanders - fo as he repented too late, that hee 
had vnfeafonably enlarged that wound , which in the be- 
gianing might eafily haue beene cured. 

The laft day but one of this prefent yeere, (pardon mee 

this fhort digreffion , for the memories fake of an honeft

tention of the Money, vpon Cecil/, as formerly. they did |

The Exgh{h Merchants carry their Merchandizes to 
Hamborrough in Germanie , as to a place lately ordayned 
for free traffique. The Duke of —4/ua perceiuing this, 
prohibited abfolutcly all commerce with the Enghfh , and 
keeping ail things from being imported or tranfported out 
of the Low Countries, hee fuborned certaine Spies, a- 
mongft whom, one Zohn Storie, a Doétor of the Ciuill 
Law, was very {ubtilly induftrious, who before , had pra- 
tiled with Prinftal, an impoftorous Magician, againft the 
life of his owne Prince, and fent aduertifements to the 
Duke of 4/ua, for the inuading of his owne Countrey. 
But, being purpofely brought into a Ship , which was re-

wife hee had Letters fealed with her owne Priuy-Seale; 
that if accidentally eyther by his owne Subiects or ftran- 
gers, he brought to fuch a poynt, as to forfake his Coun-, 
trey, fhe would receitie'and entertaine both himfelfe and 
his children, with al the honour befitting fo great a Prince;

That} , 6 
toauoyd the dangerous practice of one Nortoz,who watcht 599 
to kill him, at his returne, he gaue his promife to the Duke; 
That the Duke affured him , neither. Nortow, nor any o-' 
ther,fhould attempt any thing againft his life :and a little 
while after, being follicited by Letters written in Cypher, 
to giue confentto this marriage, he gaue him to vnderftand 
by Boyd, that he would neuer abandon the Queene of Scots: 
and moreouer, how her Maiefties owne Officers had in 
_ |fome fort perfwaded the Vice-Roy , that Queene E 1 1- 
_ |zazserna gaue alfo her liking and approbation to this 
| | marriage, and putting the fame Queene of Scots in hope, 
| | thar fhee fhould fucceed to the Kingdome of Eagland. 
| | Renowned Queene Exr1'zaz eri perceiving alfovery 
| | evidently, tharto draw fome great men of England to her 
| partie, thee gaue them exprefly to vnderftand,how fhe was 
| taking a courfe for the Queenes Maiefties fecuritie,and the 
| | infallible fafery of the whole Kingdome. ¥ 
| The Duke, who fubtilly held correfpondency by Let- 
| | ters with the Bifhop of Rofse, Letcefter , and Throgmorton, | 
_-| caufing them. to be priuily conueyed in bottles of Beere, 
| | being at the fame time ftriétly examined about the poynt 
| | of this marriage, after his confeffion of the greateft part, 
| |and a birter checke given him for departing the Court 
| without leaue, and being further accufed of Innouation,

Bifhop of Roffe was likewife examined, and Ridolph , that 
Florentine Councellor, of whom., both hee and others 
made familiar and common vie, committed in keeping to 
Sit Francis Walfingham:: the Earle of Pembroke comman- 
ded to betake himfelfe to his Houfe, and referued to.a pri- 
Wate examination. But, by reafon of his Nobility,and old 
| age, it was agreed, that by reafon himfelfe could not ae 
on iis 
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fome great men were prohibited the Court,as Complices, 
who exhibited their petitions, and demanded pardon, 
when they had acknowledged , that they were confenting 
with the Duke to this marriage, which caturray had for- 


| merly propounded : yet after fuch a manner,as the Queene 


of Scots, the Duke, and allthe others were aduertized, how 
the matter was firft imparted to the Queenes Maieftie of 


| Exgland,before any treatie of it. The Earles of Northum- 


berland and Weftmerland being Confederates in this def 
figne, made in like manner their fubmiffions to the Earle 
of Suffex,then Gouernour in the North parts, whom they 
intreated to follicite the Queene for them. Many Libels 
were in like manner difperfed againft this matriage, the 
Queene of Scots,and the right and title, whereby fhe layde 


| claime to the Crowne of England, as next heire apparaat, 
| with fuch fhameleffe infolency, as the Queene refolued to 


fend out prohibitions, by a feuere Proclamation to the 
contrary, and playing at hood-winke with the Bifhop of 
Roffe, the appointed him to anfwere them, as hee did by a- 
nother Booke , intituled, organ Philips, wherein hee 
maintained the honour of the Queene of Scots, her right of 
ficceffion, and that the Kingdome might be {wayed and 
gouerned by women, as this poynt was alfo called in que- 
ftion. But fince, he ingenioufly confeit in his Commen- 
taries,that his reafons he fer downe, about her right of 
fucceffion, he drew out of Sir Anthony Brownes bookes,, 
chiefe Iuftice ofthe common Pleas , and of Carrell, both |" 
very vnderftanding Gentlemen in the common Lawes of 
England. | oe 
In thofe daies,there came fromthe Duke of Alua,Cha- 
pin Vitelli, Marquis of Ceton , with Letters from the Spaq 
niara, (who feemed to haue cleane loft his writing) vnder 
pretext to accord fome differences about commerce, but 
| really coobferue the iffue of this rebellion, which was pre- 
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fently to be raifed, and to command the Souldiers priuily | Booke x. | 


to march downe into Flauders, according to the Duke of 
(Alwa’s promife, who likewife fent for his fore-runner, Le 
Mot, Gouernour of Dunkerke, apparelied like a Mariner, 
that he might the better difcouer and found the Ports, as | 
himfelfe fince hathauerred. But when it appeared, how 
this Marquis was onely fubftituted by the Duke of —4/ua, 
who was the principall partie himfelfe, wherein the other 
was but ameere Lieutenant, adoubt was made whether 
they fhould treatie with him , as an Ambaffadour. Not- 
withftanding all this, che Queenes Maieftie made knowne 
| that fhe would acknowledge him for the Ambafladour of 
Spainey. But when he made fhew of no further Com- 
miffion, than to re-demand fome moneys detained, the 
Queene affecting peace, aduifed him’ to procure a larger 
Commiffien for the ordering of affaires : while hee ftayd, 
and attended the fame, the rumor of that Rebellion to be 
excited in the North Countrey,was daily augmented. 

To refate the matter more originally , there ran a great 
fame and brute of this Rebellion, about the beginning of 
Autumne, which at the firft being contemned , it prefent- 
ly ftrengthned and encreafed, by reafon of the frequent 
meetings of the Earles of Northumberland , Weftmerland, 
and fome others : {o that the Earle of Ss/fex, then Gouer- 
nour,and Deputie of the North, cited them before him, 
and interrogated them precifely, about thefe reports and 
rumors. They could not deny, butthey had heard of ir, 
marry fo, they were in no wife guiltie or culpable, with 
many and deepe protefiations, offering to lofe their liues 
in the Queenes feruice, againit any Rebels whatfoeuer:and 
thus he fent them backe to their owne houfes,with autho- 
ritie to enquireand fearch out the authors of this report, 
‘| which neuerthelefle daily fo augmented, as her Maiettic, 
conceiving that nothing was rafhly to bee credited of fo | 
great men; fo commanded them by the Lord of Su/fex, to 
: Ff repaire 
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| Booke z.| repaire prefently to London, for the remouing of all fufpi- 


tion. Notwithftanding, my Lord of Su/fex , 1 know not 
for.what drift or policy, enioyned them to come andmeet 
himjas if he:meant to confult with them about fome oc- 
cafions of that Prouince. At the firft they drew backe,but 
prefently after, exprefly refufed to repaire thither. ‘This 
miniftred occafion to the Queenes Maieftie, to command 
them by peremptory Letters which thee writ, and ¢aufed 
to be conueyed with all’expedition , that laying apart all 
delayes and excufes, they fhould incontinently appeare in 
her Royall prefence; and this onely to terrifie and abfo- 
lutely diuert them from entring into this Rebellion , or at 
leaft,thar they might precipitantly vndertake the fame,:be- 
fore they rallied their forces, or that the matter grew to-a- 
ny maturitie. For they relyed vpon fome fecret fuccours, 
which the Scots Leaguers, and the Duke of _4/ua were to 
land at the Port of Herripoole , within the Bifhopricke of 


| Dunelme,as afterwards it was manifefted. 


So fooneas the Earle of Northumberland had fead thefe 
Letters, being of a tractable nature, guiltie in his owne 
con{cience, deepely affected to the Romane Religion,and 
excited to choller, by reafon that out of the prerogatiue 
Royall in Mynes, a rith Copper Myne found in‘his‘owne.| 

grounds was taken from him, wherein ‘hee thought him- 
felfe to be wronged : but neuertheleffe, fed with notable 
hopes of the Queenes clemency , hee was.in a wonderfull 
perplexitie, whether ‘he fhould flye,or openly rebell. His 
Friendsand feruants being now prepared for a reuolt,and/ 
{ceing him floating in thefe ambiguities , came vpon him. 
a certaine night on a fuddaine, and headlongly and conti- 
nually beating into his eates, how -Ofwelly Vifirop, and 
Vaughan, his enemies, were arrived with a troupe ‘of at- 
med men,ready to take‘him prifoner, they vrged j entrea- 
ted, andconiured him,that he would not forfake himfelfe, 
his friends, and the Religion of his fore-fathers'; ah 
| im, 









him, how the Catholiques were then in armes all England 
ouer, to re-eftablifh the Romane Religion : and to ftirre 
vp the multitude, they tumultuarily founded a Larum bell 
in-allthe Countrie Townes and Villages,though “twas not 
yet time to attemptany fuch matter. Affrighted, hee pre- 
fently ftart out of his Bed in the Chamber, rezyred to a 
Gallerie,which looked into a Parke neere to J opeliffe, and | 
the night following, he went to Blanpeth, to the Earle of 
Weftmerlands Houle, where. many were affembled , who 
knew not what the matter was. ) 
For to amafle,and draw together an ignorant multitude, 
they commanded fome to take vp armes for the Queenes 
defence : others were made belecue,thatall the great men 
of England confpired with them, to te-ereét the Romane 
Religion : otherfome they told, how they were enforced 
to take vp armies, for preuention that the ancient Nobility 
of England might not be trampled vnder foot by late ftart- 
ups, and their Countrey yeelded as a prey to ftrangers. 
This carried them violently into a manifeft Rebellion,and 
they were the firft, who difturbed the publique peace of 
this Kingdome, which had continued vnfhaken for the 
tesme of elenen yeeres, vnder the happy Reigne of Queene 
Exrizazezru, they being boldly and powerfully inci- 
ted hereunto by Nicholas Morton, a Prieft, fent from the 
Pope, to denounce Queene E112 as 27H foran Here- 
|tike, and therefore depriued of all power and gouerne. 
ment. Suddenly likewife, they diuulge by a publique Ma- 
nifeftation, That they tooke vp armes to no other end,but 
to fet vp againe the Religion oftheir Anceftors,to remoue 
from about the Queenes bad Councellors, to reftore the 
Duke and fome other great Men , who were difmiffed of 
their placesand dignities,to former libertie and grace. But 
as for the Queenes Maieftie, they would attempt nothing | 
againft her, but vowed, that both then, and at all times, | 
they would perfeuer and continue her moft obedient Sub- 
Ff2 iects, 
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iects. They writ alfo to the Papifts, difperfed throughout 


the whole Kingdome,to ioyne their forces together. Bur, | 


in ftead of cohering to them, the moft part fent to the 
Queene,both their Letters,and the Bearers: “All the parti- 
cular men of the Kingdome, and the Duke of Norfolke_, 
himfelfe,both their feruice and meanes, and to be employ- 
edagainftthem. So that, vpon this occafion , fhee made a 
iuft triall of her Subiects fingular and vn{ported fidelitie, 
and of Gods rare clemency and protection, for which fhee 
gaue him great and vnfaigned thankes. 

The Rebels went prefently te Durham, the next Epifco- 
pall See, where they rent and: trampled.vnder foot, the {2- 
cred Bibles, and Bookes of the Etturete , written in the 
Exglifh Tongue, as they light vpon them in the Churches. 
Afterwards, they celebrated Maffe,wherefoerethey went: 
they leuied and brought into the field many men, vnder 
flying colours, wherein. were painted in: fome, the fiue 
wounds of our Lord ; imothers , the Challice of the Eu- 
charift; Robert Norton; a venerable and graue Gentleman, 
who was old and bald, carried the Croffe, with the Colo- 
nellenfigne: they came by {mall dayes marches, to-Chif- 
fordmore, which is not farre from Wetherbie; where, ma= 
king agenerall mufter of their Army, vpon the two and 
twentieth day oftheir Rebellion,they could makeno more 
but fixe hundred Horfe , and foure thoufand foot: and 
when they heard that the Queene of Scots, (for whofe re- 
leafement out of imprifoment, they had principally taken 
vp armes) was conducted from Tadberie , to Couentrey, 2 
ftrong Citie, and committed to the guard and cuftodie of 
the Earlesof Shrewsburie, and Huntington : that the Earle 
of Suffec ofthe one fideofthem, had raifed a mightie Ar- 
mic, to {et vpon them: that Sir George Boweslay at their 
backes, with chofcn and-maine troupes, and had fortified 
Bernard-Caitell : and how the Earle of Cumberland and the 
Lord Screpe had manned and fecured Carlile, , and say

- After this, the moft apparat & notable Rebels, were con- 
demned of high Treafon,and banifht,as namely ,the Earles 
of Norta.' & Weftm.the Countefle of North; the Daughter 
to the Earle of Wigorne, Edward Dacres of -Morton, lohn 
Neuill of Leuerferg, 10. Swineborne,T bo. Marquenfield, Egre. 
Ratcliffe, brother to the Earle of Suffex, Char. Neuill, Ro. 
Norton of Nortonconniers, Chrift. Marmaduke, and Thomas 
of the Family ofthe Nortens; Ro:and Na. Tempests, Georg 
Stafford, and about fome fortie others of Noble and: wor: 
thie Houfes, whofe conuiGion and banifhment was-con- 
firmed by the whole houfe of Parliament, .and pardon 
granted to fome, who hadno Eftates, nor euer went ourof 
the Kingdome. -And thus the flame of this Rebellion was | 
in a fhort time quencht, Chiapine Vitelli, who was prinie to 
it, as I told you before, openly admiring the fame in the 
prefence of her Maieftie, and many great men of the King- 
dome, : but (no doubt) inwardly greeuing this Rebellion 
was {0 cafily and fuddenly fuppreft, and that fohis owne 
comming into Ex¢landtooke fo little effe@. 

From the combuftions of this Rebellion, thus co- 
uered and extinguifht, ‘as out of the afhesof that former 
fire, a little fame began to kindle at Naworth in Cumber- 
land, neere to the Valley of Sewerus, which was. taifed by 
Lau. Dacres,fecond fonne to Geor. Lord Dacres of Gilefland. 
This man, after the death of the young Lord Dacres his 
Nephew, becaufe he was the fonne of his elder Brother, 
being angry that fo large a Patrimonie fhould by Law. di- 

‘icend vnto his Neeces, whomthe Duke of NoAfolke their 
| Father in law had betrothed to his three fonnes, hee com- 
menced fuite againft them »but perceiving that! it would

| come to no profperous iffue on his fide, hee fecretly com- 
bin’d with the Rebels, and attempted to carry away the 

ueene of Scots, burall in vaine. But the Rebels being de- 
feated fooner then.he, expedted, and proclaimed Traitors 
openly, whileft-himfelfe lay in Court, after hehad obtai- 
| ned.the fauour to kiffe the Queenes hands, hee promi- 
{edo employ himfelfe with his whole power againft them; 
wherevpon he was fent home tohisown houfes, But when 
he was inthe way. (as was difcouered afterwards), hee im- 
parted vnto them his deffignes by meffengers;| which re- 
new’d their {piritand courage, making them many promu- 


.ces; and amongft others, petfwading them; that with 
foch men as he would raife in the Queenes nameyhe would 
kill the Lord Sereope, Gouernour of the Weft Borders, and 
the Bithop of Carlile. But not being able to effect it,he fol- 
lowed the Earles who were fled with Letters recomenda- 
torie to the Scots, furprized Griffock Cattle, and-other hou- 
fes belongirig tothe Dacres, fortifyed:the: Caftle of Na- 
worth, asif he had fome right and intereft in it; and vader 
pretext of defending his owne goods, and oppofing the 
Rebels, hee got together three thoufand. theeues of the 
borders, and others, who ftood beft affected to the Dacres, 
much efteemed and refpected in thofe quarters.

The Lord of Huafdoa, with the moft expert Souldiers of | 
the Garrifon of Barwicke,went into the Field againftthem, 
who trufting to no. fortifications, went ftill forward, and.

he croft ouer into Flanders, where hee died poore at Lo- 
waine ; {o that the curfes impofed vpon him by his dying 
Father, 'prooued true. The Lord of Hun/don commended 
the keeping of thofe Caftles taken from the Rebells, to the 
Duke of Nor folks men, and the Queenes Maieftie by a pub- 
like Proclamation, granted a generall pardon to all the 
raultitude which he had excited to Rebellion. 

Though this Rebellion raifd many tumults and diftur. 
bances within her Kingdome, yet would not her Maiettie 
neglect the Proteftants in Framces, their State beeing at 
that time wretched and deplorable: For the Princes of 
the fame Religion hauing much importuned her to defend 
the common caufe, fhe furnifht the Queen of Nanarre with 
money, vponfome Iewels and other ornaments, and per- 
mitted Hen. Champernoune, Brother by the Fathers fide to 
Gawy#, who married the Earle of -Mountgomeries Daugh- 
ter, to conduct into Framcesa Company of an hundred 
Noble voluntary Gentlemen, vader one Gaydon, whohad

Fitz-Morris of the houfe of Definond, (Macartimore: Fitz- 
Edmond, Steward of Imoquell, and others who had negoti- 
ated with the Pope and the King of Spaine, to re-eftablith 
the Romane Religion in Jre/and, and to fuppreffe Queene | | 
|Exrzageru: Forwhichcaufethey were denounced | 
Rebels againft the State, and Sir Pe, Carze continually gal. | 
| ledthem with light Skirmifhes, wherein Fortune was va-| 
triable. Neuerthelefle, hauing made an head of many Gal. | 
toglafces, they beleaguerd Kilkennie, and commanded the 
Inhabirants to deliuer into their hands the wife of Warham 
of Saint-Leiger: but being repelled by the Garrifon, who 
iffued out vpon them, they miferably forraged and wafted 
the whole Countrey round about. The more to excite 
and fpread the flame of this fedition, Joba Mendozacame | 
fecretly inthe behalfe ofthe Spaniard; and out.of Exgland, | 
to extinguith it, the Earle of Ormond, who perfwaded his 
| Brothers to fubmit themfelues, who were neuertheleffe 
imprifoned.

But vnfortunately retyring himfelfe to a Towne called: 
Limauch (which vulgarly paffeth by the name of Lthqwo) 
there refoluing with himlelfe,after fo many wearifome tra- 
uails, and exceffitie iournies, to giuea quiet repofe to his 
ouer-charged fpirits ; the neuer-changing doome of ‘hea- 
/uen had there fet downe the period of his dayes: for, ri- 
| ding through the Streetes, little fufpecting the difafter that | 
attended him,he was fuddenly flaine by the ftroke of a bul- 
Jet vnder his nauell, fent from the fatall hand of the Lord | 
Hamilton, who by prefent fight faued himfelfe in France, 
where he remained certaine yeeres, oftentimes protefting, 
that the ftrength of his patience no longer able tohold out | 
| againft the many infolent iniuries done him by the Earle, 
he made his owne hands the author of his owne reuenge: 
For the Vice-Roy knowing him.to be one ofthe Queenes 
pattifans, banifhed him, and/afterwards.imprifoned’ him, 
and by many threats.and menaces. of: feuere punifhment, 


conftrained him.to releafe' to one-of his Tenants, a little

After this exploit, liuing in France,he was there reputed 
| tobe a very firand ready inftrument for fuch ations: yet 
could-he neuer be perf{waded or procured to doe the like to 
the Admirall Cofgni. often anfwering, that he had him. 
felfe taken vengeance of his owne iuft griefes and iniuries 

(of which he repented himfelfe)yet neither reward nor in- 
treaties fhould any way preuaile fo much with him,as to be 

the inftrument of anothers revenge. | 

The rumor of this murder being ftraight diuulged and 
{pred ouer Great-Britaine, there arofe various opinions, 
and diuers ftrange iudgements vpon the fame ; andamong 
other furmizes, his mothers dreame was then recalled to 
memory, of a Lyon and a Dragon combating in her 
wombe, after fhe had beene privately knowne by James 
the Fifth. Diuerswere the opinions and cenfures of moft 
men, but efpecially of thofe of founder indgement and ap. 
prehention, according to their diuers affeGtions : of fome 
he was much commended, becaufe he was very ftudious 
forthe expelling of the Romith Recufants out of Scotland, 
for fo carefully preferuing the King, being yet an Infant, 
and likewifefor his great and liberall bounty to men of 
learning; and aboue all, to Buchanan: on the contraty 
part, hee was of other-fome greatly. condemned, becaufe 
he, vnder the colour and couerture of Religion} enricht 
himfelfe and his friends with the fpoiles of the Church ; 
and witha moft iniurious ingratitude, infulred and tyranni. 
zed ouer the imbecillity of his Sifters weake Sexe, hauing 
before obliged him to her by many benefits, And of thefe, 
fome would :prefage, through their fufpicious conie@tures,

Vpon thefe Conditions,’ Wiliam Drury ,Gouernour of 
Barwicke went into Scotland,with fome Peeces for battery , 
and fifteene hundred Souldiers, (among which were G. Ca. 
rey, Henry Carey,'T. Cecill, Hen. LeasW. Knolls, Suttop,Cot- 
ton, Kelway, and other Gentlemen Voluntaries.) And bee- 
ing ioyned with the auxiliary forces of Scotland, befieged 
the Caftle, after hauing twice commanded them in the 
Kings name, that they. fhould render it vp, but in vaine. 
Firft they raifed:vp fiue Mounts,from whence,for the {pace 
of foure daies together, they furioufly beat againft the 
Tower, but efpecially vpon Dasids Tower, which fell 
within a few daycs.after. After hauing given the affaule, 

.they.tooke the Ba/tion or Spurre,till thofe whichat the fame 
“made againft them out of the Caftle were repulfed, with 
‘loffe ofmen. The morrow after, the befieged hauing gi-

thoufand pounds. Scortifh money, and to giue fureties, thar 
for the time to come, they fhould remaine faithfull and o- 
bedient to the King. 

Hume and others being difperfed into diners Caftles,ob- 
tained pardon of Queene E11 za2 27H, whogot great 
praife by it for her clemency. Lédington, hauing beene fent 
to Lieth, dyed of fickneffe, not without fifpition of beeing 
poyfoned. He wasa odefon of great experience, and of a 
neate {pirit, ifhe had bin lefle changeablejas Buchanan,who 
hated him, painted him out in his life time, byacertaine 
Writing, which he intituled [ The Cameleon, ] by which 
he reprefented him tobe more changeable then the Came- 
leon, and taxed him very fharpely to bee an enemy of di- 
uers colours tothe Kings Grandmother,the Kings mother, 
to the Earle of Murray, to the King himfelfe, and to the 


‘Countrie. Since that time, Scotland hathbeene free from 


Ciuill-Warre, and afwell the Captaines of that fide, as the 
common-Souldiers, carrying their courages to the wars of 
Sweden, France, and Flanders, brought backe this great 

commendation of Vertwous and valorous Warriours. 
Toaflure England from inbred enterprifes, (in regard of 
the Queene of Scots) John Lefley, Bifhop of Roffe (a faithfull 
feruant to her, but not without the vndoing of many, and 
of bringing no few in danger) is commanded out of pi 
and, 
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land, and wentinto France, but not without feare of the{ Booke 2. | 
Earle of Southampton, whole life he had called in queftion, : 
and likewife of Henrie» Howard, brother to the Duke of | $73: 
Norfolke, whofe anger toappeafe, he writ an Apologie for 
himfelfe. Hee was f{carce departed thence, vatill Henrie 
Cockin, his Secretary, was apprehended, and Morgan, who 
was excceding defirous to ferue the Queene of Scots in her | 
moft fecret affaires, was detected, and fled. 4t/low, an 
Arch-papift, Good, a Doctor of Phificke, and Francs Berty, 

| who priuately intelligenced her by Letters, were imprifo- 
ned for certaine moneths, and for the fame caufe Henrie 
Goodyere,and Richard Lowder were had in {ufpition. 

In the meane time Re/fe failed not to imploy all fuch du- 
tifull endeuours for the Queene of Scots, asa taithfull Sub- 
iect was obliged to doe, towards the Pope, the Emperour, 
the King of France, the Papifts Princes of Germany ; all 
which gaue him hope, but did nothing. That this fhould 
fall out fo ill hee complained exceedingly, efpecially , 
that the Duke of —4/ua, in whom his greateft truft was 
planted, wasto leaue Flanders, hauing obtained leaue, vn- 
der colour to recouer his health. For without doubt, he ad- 
vanced his. victories fo faft, that he had reduced almoft all: 
Holland into his power; Spaine called him away; by the 

| perfwafion of Cardinall Granwellan, and Roderico Gomezio: 

| de Silua, that his power grew too ftrong, and his name a- 

boue his Prince, and that by his violent and fharpe com- 

| mand, he would caufe the Flemmings to reuolt, yea, to 
| grow to defperation : although fome thought, who were 
| bloody-minded, that none was fo fit by: Warre to bring 
| Holland into {ubie&tion. Which kinde of men thought their 
King too mercifull, if he intended by meekeneffe to bring | 
| the Prince of Orange and his confederates, who had refol-. 
ued mindes to-retaine their freedome, beeing confirmed | 
thereto by their riches,and ftrength of fituation. Lodows ke 
Zuniga of Requefén was appointed to take his charge. The

Tknow not whether I fhould or no cafl to minde the opi- 
nion of Burchet, who thought it lawfull to kill thofe that

Hawkins, that famous Sea-man, thinking himto be Hatton, 
who wasat that time one of the Queenes greateft Fauou- 
rites, of her moft intimate counfell, andan enemy to In- 
nouators. The Queene was fo extraordinarily prouoked| 
herewith, that fhee commanded him to be proceeded a- 


| gainft according to the Marfhall Lawe, vntill thee was ad- 


uifed by fome ofher prudent Councellours, that this Law 


| had no place but in Warres and turbulent times, but at 


homeit ought to bee done by ordinary forme of Iuftice.

About this time, Francis Drake returned into England, 
abounding with riches; but more illuftrious and exceedin 
in glory, hauing fayled about the terreftriall Globe with 
happy fuccefle , being (if not the firft thavhad afpired to 
this glory) yet the firft next ttagellan , who dyed in the 
middeft of his courfe. This Drake (that I may report no 

| morethan what I haue heard from himfelfe) was borne of 
meane parentage in the County of Desonfbire at his Bap- 
tiftae, Frances Ruffell, afterwards Earle of Bedford, was his 
Godfather. Whileft he was but yet an Infant, hig Father 
embracing the Proteftant Religion, was by vertue of the 
| Law of Sixe C4 rticlessmade by King He w r y the Eighth 
againft the Proteftants, called in queftion : whereupon he 
lefthis natiue foyle,and paffed into Kent. King He nr x 
the Eighth being deceafed, hee obtained a place amongft 
them of the Fleet-Royall,to reade Prayer; a fhorttime af- 
ter,he was chofen Deacon, & being made Vicar of /’pxare, 
vpon the Riuer <Aedway, (where the Nauy lay at Road)

The feuerity of thefe lawes (which were thought for 
thofe times no more then needfull) did much terifie the Pa- 
piftsof England ; andamongtt others, Phil.

Title of Eftates. It was therefore thought by the iudge-|

terprize fomething, which might bee agreeable and plea- | 


fing to God. That there could be nothing more accepta- 
ble to God, nor ovght more worthy himfelfe, than the ad- 


uancing ofhis Church. That the Church could not with | 


more gloryand merit be advanced, than by the conqueft 
of England, and there,by the extirpation of Herefie, to 
plant the Roman Catholique Religion. That thefe warres 
would be moft iuft, nor onely becaufe they weremoft-ne- 
ccflary, but becaufe they were vndertaken .to. propagate 
the Religion of Chrift, feeing that the Queene of England 
being ¢xcommunicated, notwithftanding obftinately per- 
fifted againft the Church of Rome, had fuecoured the Re- 
bels inthe Netherlands, molefted the Spaniards with con- 
tinvall pyracies, had furprized and pillaged diners townes 


bothin Spaine and CAmerica, and lately violating the Ma-} 


iefty ofall Princes, had caufed the Queene of Scots-to-be 


put to death : Therefore fuch warres fhould bee no leffe} - 


profitable than iuft.. 
Becaufe by this mcanes the King of Spaine,making addi- 
: tion}, 
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tion to his Empire of the moft flourifhing Kingdomes, he | Booke 3. | 
might eafily extinguifh the Netherlandish Rebellion,which | 
was nourifhed (as it were) by the breath of England, hee 
fhould affire ro himfelf the voyages to both India’s in fafe- 
tie, and fo leffen the annuall expences, laid out for the con- 
uoying of his Fleetes forward and backward, ‘To prooue | 
this to him with more facility,they fuggefted that the Evg- 
| Lifh Nauy was:neither in number,greatneffe,nor ftreneth, 
comparable te the Spanifh, (the Portugall Fleet being then | 
added.) That England was altogether vnfortified neyther 
was it furnifhed with Commanders, Souldiers, Horfe, or 
prouifion for warres, but deftitute both of friends and mo- 
ney; befides, there were many through the Kingdome, 
which were addiéted to Papiftrie;and would foone ioyne | 
themfelues in his ayde. Laft of all, fo great were the for- i 
-ces of the King of Spaine, both by Sea.and Land, and the 
vertue of the Spaniards {uch, that none would dare to op- 
pofe him, and therefore they promifed affuredly a certaine | 
victory. To this enterprife alfo,that God had prefenteda 
firopportunity:for the Turke hating then cocludeda truce 
with him, and the French beeing intangled with inteftine 
warres, were neither to be doubted or feared. Thatit was 
more facile to fubdue Exzglasa than the Low-Countries, | 
becaufe the paflage out of Spaine into England, is more | 
fhort and:commodious,and through a vaft and apen Sea, 

| but into. the Netherlands of greater length and difficultie, 
through a narrow Sea, and very neere adiacent to Eng. 
land. Thatthe Netherlands were in a manner continually 
a {trong Bulwarke,being onall parts fortified withTownes | 
and Caftles, but Exgland not withany ; and therefore it 
would bean eafie matter even at the firft,inan inftant,for i 
him to penetrate to the very heart of the Land with an 
Army. Finally, according to that military Axiome: That 3 
the Enemy fhonld not be left behinde; therefore it was mott : 
neceflary for the Spaniard to fubdue England, being a mor- |
